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LATE  CABLES 


Harvesting  advanced  in  Canadian  Prairie  Provinces  during  week  ended 
September  6,  despite  delays  in  many  districts  from  rains.  Threshing  held 
up  in  north  central  Manitoba  and  moisture  may  lower  grades.  In  Saskatche- 
wan 90  percent  of  wheat  and  85  percent  of  feed  grains  cut;  30  to  35  per- 
cent of  wheat  threshed.  Harvesting  65  to  85  percent  completed  in  Alberta, 
with  yields  in  southern  Alberta  poor  to  average.  Fall  plowing  started  in 
Manitoba  under  favorable  conditions.  (Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics, 
Ottawa. )

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WORLD  WHEAT  EXPORTS  LARGE  AS  NSW  SEASON  OPENS 

Wheat  moved  in  header  volume  from  the  principal  exporting  countries 
during  the  first  month  of  the  new  1939-40  marketing  year  than  in  July  1938, 
preliminary  trade  returns  show.     The  total  for  the  month,  placed  at 
42,683,000  bushels,  compares  with  36,687,000  bushels  last  year.     Canada  ex- 
ported more  than  any  of  the  other  countries,  a  total  of  15,596,000  bushels, 
hut,  with  only  4,604,000  "bushels  shipped  from  the  United  States,  exports  of 
North  American  wheat  fell  somewhat  below  the  comparable  figure  for  last 
year.    Argentina  was  the  second  largest  exporter  with  a  total  of  11,383,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  less  than  half  that  amount  in  July  1933.     China  was 
Australia's  best  market  in  1938-39,  but  foreign  exchange  difficulties  inter- 
fered with  this  trade  during  July.     Exports  of  Australian  wheat  were  about 
24  percent  under  the  8,410,000  bushels  reported  for  the  corresponding  month 
of  1938.     Danubian  shipments  were  much  larger  this  year  and  were  mostly  of 
Rumanian  wheat.

Of  total  wheat  exports  reported  for  July,  the  United  States  accounted 
for  slightly  less  than  11  percent  as  compared  with  nearly  35  percent  in  July 
of  last  year.     Canada,  on  the  other  hand,  exported  over  36  percent  as  against 
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23  percent  a  year  earlier.    About  41  percent  originated  in  the  Southern 
Hemisphere,  a  somewhat  Larger  share  of  the  total  than  reported  a  year  ago. 
Danubian  wheat  made  up  11  percent  as  compared  with  only  4  percent  last  year. 

In  marked  contrast  with  July  1938,  very  little  United  States  wheat 
was  exported  to  European  countries  during  the  first  month  of  this  season. 
The  percentage  was  less  than  12  percent  as  compared  with  about  83  and  60 
percent,  respectively,  in  Julv  1938  and  1937.    More  than  50  percent,  how- 
ever, went  to  the  Orient,  and  over  21  percent  to  Latin  American  countries, 
as  against  only  0.5  percent  and  7  percent,  respectively,  in  July  1938.

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BRITISH  GOVERNMENT  TAXES  CONTROL  OF  GRAIN  TRADE 

The  British  Eoard  of  Trade  issued  orders  on  September  4,  effective 
immediately,  centralizing  the  foreign  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  cereals 
and  cereal  products  under  a  Food  Controller,  authorizing  the  requisitioning 
of  stocks,  and  placing  the  milling  industry  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  according  to  a  cable  received  from  the  American  agricultural 
attache  at  London. 

All  dealing  in  cereals  and  cereal  products  outside  of  the  United 
Kingdom  is  prohibited  except  under  license;     all  stocks  of  cereals  and  cereal 
products  above  50  tons  afloat  to  the  United  Kingdor.  or  held  in  storage  in  the 
United  Kingdom  by  persons  other  than  millers,  are  requisitioned;     and  all 
owners  of  stocks  exceeding  100  tons  situated  outside  of  the  United  Kingdom 
must  transfer  ownership  immediately  to  the  British  Board  of  Trade.    All  mills 
producing  flour,  cereal  foodstuffs,  and  other  cereal  products,  except  rice, 
are  licensed  and  placed  under  the  control  of  tne  Board  of  Trade.  Moreover, 
mills  may  produce  only  straight-run  flour  unless  especially  authorized  to 
produce  other  qualities. 

The  Board  of  Trade  will  fix  the  selling  price  of  all  flour,  domestic 
or  imported,  delivered  for  consumption  in  the  United  Kingdom.     A  basic  price 
of  22  shillings  ($4.47)  per  sack  of  280  pounds  is  prescribed  for  "straight- 
run",  flour.    Prices  for  betber  grades  may  exceed  the  basic  price  only  by 
the  amount  of  the  "customary  difference"  in  the  price  of  such  grades  handled 
by  the  miller  or  importer  concerned  during  the  2  weeks  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  the  order.     The  order  also  prohibits  sales  of  flour  for  delivery 
more  than  7  days  from  the  sale  date. 

BRITISH  GOVERN: I5NT  LICENSES  LUXURY  FOOD  IMPORTS 

An  order  prohibiting  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  of  certain  goods 
except  under  license  was  announced  by  the  British  Board  of  Trade  on  Septem- 
ber 1,  according  to  the  American  Embassy  in  London.     The  object  of  the  order 
is  to  limit,  effective  September  5,  imports  of  luxuries  and  of  goods  of  which 
there  are  sufficient  home  supplies  in  order  to  conserve  exchange  for  the 
purchase  of  other  products  required  in  wartime.     The  only  agricultural  prod- 
ucts thus  far  made  subject  to  the  licensing  feature  are  certain  luxury  food- 
stuffs.    In  the  latter  category  are  included  fresh  fruit  (other  than  apples, 
pears,  bananas,  grapefruit,  and  limes'}  ,  honey,  nuts,  canned  vegetables  (other 
than  tomatoes),  fresh  vegetables  (other  than  potatoes,  tomatoes,  and  onions) , 
fruit  juices,  hops,  and  licorice.    A  long  list  of  nonagri cultural  products 
was  made  subject  to  the  licensing  requirement. 

It  was  emphasized  by  the  Board  of  Trade  that  the  adoption  of  the 
licensing  arrangement  did  not  mean  that  the  items  listed  could  not  be  imported. 
In  granting  import  licenses  the  foreign  exchange  situation  will  be  the  dominat- 
ing factor;  however,  shipping  space  and  the  war  requirements  of  other  goods 
will  also  be  taken  into  consideration. 
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ITALY  EXPECTS  LARGE  RICE  CROP 

The  1939  rice  crop  in  Italy  on  August  1  appeared  to  be  in  excellent 
condition,  according  to  American  Vice  Consul  Perry  Laukhuff  at  Milan.  The 
new  crop,  which  was  set  back  during  the  cold  weather  of  June,  was  benefit- 
ted by  hot  weather  during  July  but  was  still  10  to  12  days  late. 

It  has  been  reported  that  there  was  a  substantial  increase  in 
acreage  planted  this  year.    Although  the  area  seeded  to  rice  was  below 
last  year,  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  transplanted  acreage. 
The  total  1938  area  of  366,859  acres  was  the  largest  in  recent  years. 

While  no  official  estimate  has  been  received  for  the  1939  crop,  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  early  in  July  forecast  a  harvest  of  over  39  million 
bushels.     The  1938  production  was  officially  estimated  at  37,823,000 
bushels  and  the  5-year  average  for  1931-1935  was  33,495,000  bushels. 

PINAL  ESTIMATE  NORTHERN  BRAZIL  1938-39  COTTON  CROP  REDUCED  SLIGHTLY 

The  final  official  estimate  of  640,810  bales  of  478  pounds  for  North- 
ern Brazil's  1938-39  cotton  crop,  recently  received  by  cable  from  American 
Ambassador  Jefferson  Caffery  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  reduces  the  third  estimate 
released  last  April  by  approximately  10,000  bales.     The  comparable  figure 
for  the  1937-38  crop  was  707,595  bales;     therefore,  a  reduction  of  almost 
10  percent  took  place  in  the  1938-39  season.     Farmers  in  Northern  Brazil 
were  furnished  very  little  financial  assistance  in  1938-39,  and  it  was  re- 
ported that  they  were  discouraged  by  the  low  price  received  for  their 
previous  cotton  crop.

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BULGARIAN  GRAPE  EXPORTS  HEAVI5R  IH  1938 

Exports  of  fresh  grapes  from  Bulgaria  in  the  1938  season  totaled 
63,000  short  tons,  an  increase  of  59  percent  over  the  previous  year,  ac- 
cording to  a  report  in  the  "Weekly  Emit  Intelligence  Notes"  of  August  2. 

Germany  imported  92  percent  of  the  total  in  1938,  compared  with 
85  percent  the  year  previous.    Practically  all  the  rest  of  the  exports 
went  to  central -European  markets.     Because  of  the  reduction  in  the  ex- 
ports of  Spanish  Almerias,  partially  as  a  result  of  the  war  in  Spain, 
Bulgaria  has  exported  significant  quantities  of  table  grapes  to  the  United 
Kingdom  since  1935.     Exports  to  Great  Britain  reached  a  peak  of  4,500  tons 
in  1936  and  have  declined  in  the  past  two  seasons. 

The  Bulgarian  shipping  season  is  from  August  through  December,  and 
grapes  from  that  country  compete  with  those  from  California  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  in  Scandinavian  markets.

AUSTRALIAN  CANNED  ERUIT  EXPORTS  UP 


Exports  of  canned  fruit  from  Australia  during  the  first  6  months  of 
1939  amounted  to  1,014,000  cases  (of  2  dozen  30-ounce  cans),  an  increase 
of  31,000  cases  above  the  movement  during  the  same  period  last  year,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  from  the  American  Trade  Commissioner  at  Sydney.     Exports  to 
Great  Britain  accounted  for  92  percent  of  the  total,  or  937,000  cases,  com- 
pared with  873,000  cases  during  the  first  6  months  of  last  year.  Canada 
with  4  percent  and  New  Zealand  with  2  percent  of  the  total  shipments  were  the 
only  other  significant  importing  countries.     Apricots,  per.clies,  pears,  fruit 
salads,  and  pineapples  are  the  important  fruits  canned  in  Australia.  Canned 
peaches  and  pears  comprise  the  bulk  of  the  exports.     That  country  is  the 


principal 


rpetltor  of  California  canned  fruit  exports,  particularly  in  the 


United  ixingaou  and  certain  British  Dominions  where  the  Australian  product  is 
favored  by  imperial  preference.
